WASHINGTON— Lawmakers 
were poised to vote late last 
night on a bipartisan II th-hour 
Senate deal to break the fiscal 
impasse in Washington and 
avert a historic debt default. 

With the government's bor¬ 
rowing authority set to mil out 
today, House of Representa¬ 
tives Speaker John Baehner 
said he would allow the deeply 
divided House to vote on the 
Senate plan for a short-term in¬ 


crease m the debt limit and a 
government reopening. 

The agreement would ex- 
ten d U. S borrowing authority 
until Feb. 7, although the Trea¬ 
sury Department would have 
tools to temporarily extend its 
b orro wing c ap a 2 ty b ey ond th at 
date if Congress failed to act 
early next year 

The agreement ad so would 
fund government agencies until 
Jan 15, ending a partial govern¬ 


ment shutdown that began with 
die new fiscal year on Oct. 1 
Several House Republicans 
said Boehner’s leadership posi¬ 
tion would not he at nsk in the 
fallout The speaker earned a 
standing ovation at an after¬ 
noon meeting of House Repub¬ 
licans, and Republican Repre¬ 
sentative John Fleming of Loui¬ 
siana a Tea Party activist, said 
Bodmer's stock had risen be¬

Company Vice President 
Bruce Wells and Dave Murphy 
of Process Engineering tra¬ 
veled to Aruba to demonstrate 
their product and answer 
queues They are very enthusi¬ 


astic about their new and sim¬ 
ple wind turbine, which was 
able to turn at a quite a pace 
from only tire slight breeze 
produced by a small desk fan 
set on the lowest setting.

Key features to the design are 
an innovated vane, which al¬

They demonstrated a va¬ 
riety of vertical axis wind tur¬ 
bines, "which provide a 
practical energy-generating 
alternative to grid assist and 
off-grid scenarios The unit 
are highly efficient and supe¬ 
rior m design to all current 
turb m e t echnol o gy." 

Sized to easily fit an a 
house rooftop, varying sizes 
of turbine can be selected to 
provide the amount of KWH 
an individual household re¬ 
quires, with the overall small 
c o nfi gurati o n a f th e van es re¬ 
maining the same. The repre¬ 
sentatives promise it would 
likely be a third of the cost of 
a solar panel arrangement 
that would provide equal en¬ 
ergy. Also, they guarantee the 
durability of "the equipment 


for far longer than life of 
solar panels. 

These small, efficient 
units do not produce the 
n oi se or vibrati on of stand ard 
windmills, and they come 
caged in a protective fencing 
to prevent birds from being 
harmed. They can be stacked 
in very low" profile silos, they 
call "Energem silos", produc¬ 
ing equivalent energy to a 
field of huge wind turbines, 
with a much smaller configu¬ 
ration that would not disfig¬ 
ure the overall landscape 
this could have some very ni¬ 
ter e sti ng unpl l c ati ons for 
Aruba

islands such as Aruba, their 
innovative technology might 
be just the answer for house¬ 
holds and industry where 
available space and cost is al¬ 
ways an issue.

eBay founder backs project 
to 'empower' journalists 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
founder d£ eBay, Pierre Omid¬ 
yar, said yesterday he will back 
a proj ect with investigative re¬ 
porter Glenn Greenwald which 
"elevates and supports" jour¬ 
nalists and "allows them to 
pursue die truth " 

Omidyar said in a statement 
he is backing the media proj¬ 
ect, details of winch are still 
being developed It will be 
separate from Ins philanthropic 
efforts with Omidyar Network 
and Democracy Fund 

The announcement came a 
day after Greenwald, known 
for breaking many stories 
about US surveillance pro¬ 
grams, announced he was lea¬ 
ving The Guardian for an 
unspecified "dream" job 

Gnn dy ar, a French-b om 
Irani an-Amen can, cited lus 
"growing interest to preserve 
and strengthen the role j ouma- 
lism plays in society," and 
noted tliat he "explored pur¬ 
chasing The Washington Post 
over the summer" before Ama¬ 
zon founder Jeff Bezos sealed 
a deal for the daily. 

"That pro cess got me think¬ 
ing about what kind of social 
impact could be created if a 
similar investment was made 
m something entirely new, 
built from the ground up," he 
said in the statement 

"Something that 1 would be 
pers on ally and directly in¬ 
volved in outside of my other 
efforts as a philanthropist." 


Omidyar said he was still m 
“the very early stages of crea¬ 
ting a new mass media organi¬ 
zation. I don't yet knowhow or 
when it will be rolled out, or 
what it will look like." 

But. he added that “it will 
caver general interest news, 
with a core mission around 
supporting and empowering 
independent journalists across 
many sectors and beats." 

‘The team will build a 
media platform that elevates 
and supports these journalists 
and allows them to pursue the 
truth in their fields This 
doesn't just mean investiga¬ 
tive reporting, but all news," 
he said. 

Omidyar said he contacted 
Greenwald “to find out what 
journalists like him need to do 
their jobs weir and discovered 
that he was set to start a proj ect 
with colleagues Laura Poitras 
and Jeremy o call ill. 

"We had a lot of overlap m 
terms of our ideas, and decided 
to join forces," Omidyar said. 

New York University jour¬ 
nalism professor Jay Rosen 
said on his blog that Omidyar 
told him the project would be 
"a company not a chanty" and 
that he was prepared to invest 
at least 1250 million. 

Omidyar ranks 47th among 
the world's nchest individuals 
with a net worth o f some % S. 5 
billion, according to a ranking 
by Forbes magazine 


’Dozens dead’ in Laos plane crash 


BAN GK O K(AFP) - A Lao 
Airlines plane carrying at least 
44 people, about half of them 
foreigners, plunged mta the 
Mekong River in southern 
Laos yesterday in bad weather 
killing everybody onboard, of¬ 
ficials said 

Seven French citizens, six 
Australians and five Thais 
were among those thought to 
have died when the turboprop 
ATR-72 came down around 
eight kilometres (five miles) 
from Fakse airport in Cham- 
pasak province 

Citizens from some 10 


countries were reported to 
have been on the flight from 
the capital Vientiane. 

"I can now confirm, accor¬ 
ding to our reports, that all 44 
people on board have died, in¬ 
cluding five Thai," Thai for¬ 
eign ministry spokesman Sek 
Wannamethee told AFP. 

He said there were 59 pas¬ 
sengers and five crew on 
board 

The state-run Laos news 
agency KPL also said every¬ 
one on board was believed to 
have pen shed. 

"The plane was about to 


land but appealed to be hit by 
a strong wind, causing its head 
to ascend and pushing it away 
from the airport area and out o f 
reach of the air traffic control 
radar," it quoted a witness as 
saying 

State-owned Lao Airlines 
said the aircraft hit "extreme" 
bad weather and had crashed 
into the Mekong. 

"Tliere were no news of 
survivors at tins time," it said, 
giving a slightly different fig¬ 
ure of 44 passengers and five 
crew It did not confirm the 
number of deaths

Kaag, a UN assistant secre¬ 
tary general who speaks Ara¬ 
bic and has wide Middle East 
experience, will head a joint 
UN-Organization for the Pre¬ 
vention of Chemical Weapons 
mission to destroy Syria's poi¬ 
son arms.

Secure news tip system offered 


to media 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - A 
US press freedom group an¬ 
nounced Tuesday it would be 
offering news organizations 
access to an open-source 
whistleblower submission sys¬ 
tem dubbed “SecureDrop.* 

The Freedom of the Press 
Foundation said it has taken 
charge of what was originally 
known as the Dead Drop proj¬ 
ect, developed by the late In¬ 
ternet activist Aaron Swartz 

The foundation will also 
provide on-site install ah on and 
technical support to news or¬ 
ganizations wislung to run the 
system 

Th e new system adds to the 
Wikileaks-style system for 
anonymous submission of 
news tips and documents. Tire 
Wall Street Journal has its own 
system, and the New Yorker 
has an early version of Dead- 
Drop. 

The foundation said no se¬ 
curity system can ever be 10Q 
percent impenetrable, but this 
is "the strongest ever made 
available to media outlets 11 and 
"several maj or news agencies" 
have agreed to use it. 

"We've reached a time m 
An eric a when the only way 
the press can assure the 
anonymity and safety of their 
sources is not to know" who 
they are," said JP Barlow, co- 
founder and board member of 
Freedom of die Press Founda¬ 
tion "SecureDrop is where 
real news can be slipped qui¬ 
etly under the do or" 

The system was created by 
Swartz with investigative re¬ 
porter Kevin Paulsen, using 


the Python computer lan¬ 
guage It accepts messages 
and documents from the Web 
and encrypts them for secure 
storage 

News sources are assigned 
a unique codename to estab¬ 


lish a relationship with the 
news organization without 
having to reveal one's true 
identity or use email, which 
can be tracked by authorities 
Hie announcement comes 
days after a media watchdog 


group issued a report saying 
the war on news leaks by 
President Barack Obama's ad¬ 
ministration is becoming a 
threat to press freedom and 
democracy.

America Movil drops multi-billion- 
euro offer for Dutch KPN 


THE HAGUE (AFP) - Ame¬ 
rica Movil of Mexico, con¬ 
trolled by one of the worlds 
richest men Carlos Slim, said 
yesterday it was dropping a 
multi-billion-euro bid for 
Netherlands telecoms operator 
KPN after a Dutch foundation 
blocked the takeover 

The announcement effec¬ 
tively brings to an end an at¬ 
tempt by the Latin American 
operator to establish a firm 
foothold m the European mar¬ 
ket 

'America Movil will not 
launch the intended offer," the 
company said in a statement. 

The bombshell decision 
came after an independent 
foundation linked to KPN 
moved to block the deal m late 
August, by exercising a call op¬ 
tion to acquire preferred slimes 

The move by Foundation 
Preference Shares E KPN gave 
it just under 50 percent of vo¬ 
ting rights and issued shares in 
the lumbering Dutch operator, 
enabling it to then block the 
deal. 

America Movil had been 
planning tD offer 2 40 euros 
($3.20) m a hostile bid to take 


control of KPN, one of the 
large st fixed and mobile ope¬ 
rators in the Netherlands and 
the third-large st in Germany 
and Belgium 

When it announced the bid 
in August, it valued the Dutch 
company at 10 2 billion euros 
($13.13 billion) 

America Movil already has 
a 29 77-percent stake in KPN 
after 1 aunchmg a hostile partial 
take-over in tire summer of 
2012 and was looking to ex¬ 
pand. 

America Movil "has care¬ 
fully reviewed the options 
available to it in relation to the 
exercise of die call option by 
the foundation," the Mexican 
company said. 

It "now concludes, in view 
of the foundation's position 
and the discussions with KPN, 
that (the) aim to acquire more 
than 50 percent of the voting 
n gilts m KPN... will not be met 
by making the intended offer." 

The foundation, at the time 
of its counter-move to block 
Slim's bid, accused America 
Movil of cha osmg "a ane-aded 
action by a bid that has one con¬ 
dition to take control of KPN " 


It accused America Movil 
of not consulting properly and 
attempting to negotiate a mer¬ 
ger proto col with KPN prior to 
making its hid, an accusation 
America Movil denies 

"Since the start, of the 
process in early August, Ame¬ 
rica Movil has had multiple 
conversations with the repre¬ 
sentatives of KPN's supervi¬ 
sory board of management 
with the objective of reaching 
an integral agreement" on how 
KPN would be managed 
But America Movil said it 
received no further comments 
on its proposals, saying KPN 
based any further talks on the 
condition that America Movil 
upped its offer 

KPN's spokesman Ward 
Smjders yesterday told AFP it 
would study the announcement 
before commenting. 

"We have just learnt about 
it. It is an extensive statement" 
Smjders said 

Analysts had w r amed that 
the foundation's move could 
well result in America Movil 
walking away from the bid to 
look for better offers elsewhere 
in the European market.

EU revives air 


carbon 


tax proposal 


BRUSSELS (AFP) - The Eu¬ 
ropean Union's executive 
branch yesterday proposed 
taxing airlines for emissions 
made while crossing European 
airspace, revising a controver¬ 
sial plan the EU had to back 
dawn from last year 

Under the new European 
C omroi ssio n prop o sal, airline s 
using EU airspace could be 
subject to a tax for air-pollu- 
ting carbon emissions on the 
portion of a flight that crosses 
the European Economic Area 
(EEA), 

"The European Union has 
reduced greenhouse gas emis¬ 
sions considerably, and all tire 
economic sectors are con¬ 
tributing to these efforts The 
aviation sector also has to con¬ 
tribute, as aviation emission 
are increasing fast — doubling 
since 1990," said EU Climate 
Commissioner Connie Hede- 
gaard in a statement. 

The new proposal is an 
amended version of the EU's 
ill-fated CO2 Emissions Tra¬ 
ding Scheme (ETS) for inter¬ 
continental flights, which the 
EU suspended last year after a 
flurry of protests from emer¬ 
ging countries, arrlmes and air¬ 
craft builders that raised fears 
of a trade war. 

Under the farmer scheme, 
flights through EU airspace, 
wherever they originated, were 
required to buy pollution cre¬ 
dits to cover 15 percent of their 
C02 emissions for the entire 


flight, wherever it originated 

In die new proposal, tlie tax 
would apply only to the part of 
die flight crossmg the EEA — 
the 23 EU member states plus 
Norway and Iceland 

The announcement of the 
amended plan comes after the 
UN's International Civil Avia¬ 
tion Organisation (ICAO) 
agreed earlier dns month to 
regulate the industry's green¬ 
house gas emissions but gave 
itself until 2020 to work out 
die details 

The EU's new plan would 
apply from the beginning of 
2Q14 until the ICAO regula¬ 
tions take effect, die European 
Commission said. 

Flights to and from deve¬ 
loping countries that generate 
less than one percent of global 
aviation emissions would re¬ 
ceive a full exemption

Bolshoi dancor goos on 
trial over acid attack 


MOSCOW (AFP) - A Bolshoi 
dancer accused of organising a 
horrific acid attack against the 
famed Moscow ballet com¬ 
pany's artistic director went on 
trial Wednesday, with hearings 
expected to shed more light on 
infighting inside the troupe. 

Soloist Pavel Dmitrichenko 
faces up to 12 years m prison 
after being charged with plan¬ 
ning a January assault against 
lus former boss Sergei Film 

He is being held in detention 
along with Yury Zarutsky - ac¬ 
cused of flinging a mix of sulfu¬ 
ric acid and urine in Film's face 
- and a driver who drove the as¬ 
sart ant to the scene named An¬ 
drei Lipatov 

Filin's lawyer Tatyana 
Stukalova said her client and tire 
Russian government would both 
seek damages from die accused 

Tire attack outside Film's 
apartment block in Moscow 
virtu ally blinded the 42-year- 
old artistic director and former 
ballet star and left him with se¬ 
vere facial bums. 

But it also laid bare tire rifts 
and jealousies that run deep at 
Dire of the world's most presti¬ 
gious artistic institutions - one 
that has been Russia's calling 
card mice the Bolshoi's forma¬ 
tion in 177b 


Dmitrichenko is suspected 
of ordering an attack dh Filin in 
an act of personal vengeance 
He has admitted to being angry 
at. the limited role played at tire 
theatre by his then girlfriend 
and fellow dancer Angelina 
Vorontsova. 

T li e 2 9 - y e a r - o 1 d 
Dmitrichenko has since been 
ousted by the company while 
Vorontsova has quit the Bol¬ 
shoi and is now dancing with 
the Mikhailovsky ballet in 
Saint Petersburg to consider¬ 
able acclaim. 

The trial is largely expected 
to expose tire inner workings of 
tire Bolshoi at a time of great 
upheaval at the venerable com¬ 
pany. 

The Bolshoi over tire sum¬ 
mer fired its general director 
Anatoly Iksanov and replaced 
him with Vladimir Urin of the 
Moscow Stanislavsky Tire ah e. 

It also parted ways with 
flamboyant star dancer Nikolai 
Tsiskandze after he waged a 
bruising war of words with 
both Film and Iksanov 

Filin has been temporanly re¬ 
placed as tire Bolshoi's artistic 
director by veteran dancer 
Galina Stepanenko but still re¬ 
tains huge sw T ay over the com¬ 
pany.

But the 
level of... dependence is 
alarming/ an expert said on 
condition of anonymity 
The food problem in Niger 
is compounded by its location 
b etween the desert and several 
strife-tom countil es, and the 
world's highest fertility rate 
which means its population 
doubles every 13 years. 


China's rich get richer despite 
slowing economy: Forbes 


SHANGHAI (AFP) - China's 
4 0 0 n chest p eap J e b ecame $150 
billion wealtluer this year. 
Fortes magazine said Wednes¬ 
day, despite a slowdown m the 
world's second largest economy 

The vast increase -- an aver¬ 
age of almost $400 million 
each ~ highlights the growing 
inequality between the Com¬ 
munist country's superrich and 
the millions who still live in 
poverty. 

"The rich are getting richer," 
Forbes Shanghai bureau chief 
Russell Flannery told a press 
conference as the magazine un¬ 
veiled its annual China rich list 

"The rapid growth of wealth 
in China seems to be out oflrne 
with the Chinese economic 
slowdown," he said 

The net assets of the top 1Q D 
n che st p eople in Chin a s o ar e d 
44 percent from a year earlier 
to $2Id billion, the magazine 
said, while the number of dol¬ 
lar billionaires rose to a record 
high of IdS. 

Thai came even as China's 
economy has slowed. The Chi¬ 
nese economy expanded 7.7 
p ercent 1 ast year, the wo rst p er- 
formance since 1999. 

Forbes attributed the in¬ 
crease in ivealth to growth in 
select industries, such as the In¬ 
ternet, auto, entertainment and 
property sectors.

nia champions Hew Zealand 
next month. 

More than a year after Mex¬ 
ico celebrated winning the 
gold medal at the London 
Olympi cs, M ext c an medi a b e - 
rated "El Tn" while running 
headlines in English to express 
gratitude to adversaries they 
regularly disparage as "grin¬ 
gos." 

“Gracias Uncle Sam," 
"Thank you, USA'" and "God 
bless America' were some of 
tiie front-page news hours after 
the federation US Soccer had 
cheekily tweeted “#YoureWel- 
comeMexico " 

The sports daily Record 
published a photo montage of 
Manchester United forward 
Javi er" Chicharito" Hernandez 
holding a US flag, with the 
purposely misspelled headline 
"WE ' LOVE YOU! 
■AMIGOUS" 1 

The Cane ha sports pages 
said Mexico's qualifying cam¬ 
paign had been "one of the 
most shameful performances 
m its history" after the "bro¬ 
ken" team played with "no 
courage T 

But Mexico manager Victor 
Manuel Vucetich, brought in 
last month to save the team, in¬ 
sisted he did not have to "send 
any message" to US counter¬ 
part Jurgen Klinsmann, though 
he praised US "football ethics
